girls were suffocated in a vault during 
the recess, at PI*, isant Ridge, seven 
miles north of Cincinnati, and over a 
score of others narrowly escaped the 
sam e horrible death. 
The suburb is 
wild with mingled excitem ent, sorrow 
and 
indignation, 
and 
those 
openly 
charging the calam ity to official neg­ 
ligence are making serious threats, 
am ong them being many women. 
The large building is used for a high 
school as well as for all lower dep art­ 
m ents. 
All of the vic tim s were from 
prim ary grades. 
On opposite sides of 
the spacious around in the rear of the 
school 
buil ling are 
two outhouses. 
W hen recess was given about thirty 
of the smaller girl- were in the ou t­ 
house assigned to them, when sudden­ 
ly tin 
floor gave way. precipitating 
them into a vault of filth. 
This vault 
is twelve1 feet deep a r i walled up 
with stone like a well. 
T here was 
four feet of w ater or tilth, that would 
have been over the heads of the girls 
falling into it singly, b ut those falling 
foremost filled up the vault partially 
so that others were not entirely sub­ 
merged. 
The grils fell eight feet from 
the flooring before striking the filth, 
and the struggles of those who were 
on top kept at least nine underneath 
until 
they 
were dead. 
The frame 
sheds over these vaults wore about 
tw enty feet square, without window's 
and only one narrow doorway, so that 
only one little girl escaped from the 
door.
